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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 17, 24, 29, 30 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 17 (2X), 29 and 32 (2X) contain improper Markush language. When the 
last conjunction is "and" or "and/or", proper Markush language is "selected from the 
group consisting of. In claim 30 "or organophosphorous" should be two words. In 
claim 24, "A" cannot represent three things at the same time. A conjunction is missing. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 17-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cuclnella et al. 6.160,080. In view of Asano 2001/0007888. 

7. Cuclnella et al. disclose applicants' polyamlde in claims 1-10, 21-27, 31 and 32 
fillers in claimsll, 18-20, 29, 30 and 35-37 and in column 5, line 45-58 and flame 
retardants in column 6, line 20. Although the reference does not identify the flame 
retardants, Asano teaches polyamides in paragraphs 0018-0019, phosphinic acid salts 
in paragraphs 0050-0054, melamine phosphates in paragraph 0060, polyphosphoric 
acid melamine and red phosphorus in claim 4, injection molding in paragraph 0102 and 
blending of flame retardants in paragraph 0046. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to use the flame 
retardant additives of Asano in the composition of Cucinella et al., since they have been 
proven effective in polyamides.
